The report of Secretary of Agri- 

culture Wallace for 1923 has been 

received. He notes a general im- 

provement in agriculture, with only 

the wheat situation discouraging. 
This year’s wheat crop is esti- 


mated at 782,000,000 bushels on 
an acreage reduced from 75,000,- 


000 in- 1919 to 58,000,000. The 
domestic yearly consumption is 
about 550,000,000 bushels and 
about 150,000,000 bushels are re- 
quired for Which would 
leave 82,000,000 bushels for ex- 
port, which, under present condi- 
tions, means to be sold at less than

The secretary strengly urges a4 
further reduction in acreage, and 
this is undoubtedly wise. He is 
inclined to favor a higher tariff, 
and that would be unwise. Very 
little wheat is imported, and cer- 
tainly not enough, even from Can-

A higher tariff, however, 
means a higher price for every 
loaf of bread, and that touches 125,- 
000,000 bread-eaters in America. 
He rejects the suggestion of the 
fixing by the government of an 
arbitrary price which would cover 
the cost of production, also the sug- 
gestion of liberalizing the immigra- 
tion law so as to provide the farm- 
er with cheaper labor. He points 
eut that this would tend to increase 
ihe wheat production, then there 
would be no guarantee that those 
immigrants would stay on the 
farms; they would be lured to cities 
by higher wages as are Our Own peo- 
ple. And he is right. 
As to diversification of crops, the 
gecretary remarks: “Diversification 
in any large way requires that more 
tand be fenced, more buildings pro- 
vided, more machinery of a different 
kind purchased. It also requires a 
better knowledge of general farm- 
ing methods.”

Quitman, Ga., December 23.— 
(Special.)—As the result of 2 resolu- | 
tion unanimously passed by the board 
of commissioners of Brooks. county 
at their last regular meeting, de- 
claring that on December 31 the board 
would “withdraw .its tinancial and 
moral support from the tick eradica- 
tion campaign,” an injunction and a 
writ of mandamus has been filed 
gainst the county commissio.*rs to 
prevent them carrying out the xzesolu- 
tion. 

Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, who files 
the mandamus, spent several days in 
Quitman this week in conference with 
prominent citizens, who had requested | 
him to,come here and investigate per- | 
sonally what they regarded as a very | 
acute situation. | 

The injunction is brought on behalf | 
of a number of citizens of .Quitman 
who are interested in the catile indus- 
try in the county. They aliege that 
the county commissioners have no, 
volition in the matter of discontinu- 
ing tick eradication and ure coi- 
pelled, under state and federal law, | 
to cooperate with the authorities and | 
see that the laws. are carried out. | 
They maintain that a quarantine of | 
the county, in the event dipping were 
to cease, would prove a heavy finan- | 
cial loss. The injunction was brought | 
through the law firm of Branch &€ 
Snow and was presented to Judge W. 
E. Thomas in Valdosta, who granted 
a temporary injunction yor" set the 
hearing of the matter on Saturday, 
December 29, at wnhich time the in- 
junction either will be dismissed or 
made permanent. 

Brought by Bahasen. 

The writ of mandamus is brought 
by Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state vet- 
erinarian, and is issued against the | 
members of the county board of com- 
missioners apd sets out practically 
the same fact® as are contained in the 
injunction petition. Dr. hahnsen also 
is represented by the same legal firm. 

An interesting allegation in both pe- 
titions is that the county oard of 
commissioners requested cf the county 
attorney, (Colone! Stan. S. Bennett, 
who advised them that ‘hey had no 
authority to discovntinue dipping, and | 
in the event they attempied to do so, a) 
mandamus and probably en injunction | 
would immediately follow, which | 
would be expensive to the county. The 
petition charges that despite this . 
warning the board acted without au- | 
thority of law and the c ourt is asked | 
to restrain the board Srom carrying 
into effect this resolution as above | 
stated. 

The commissioners ef Grady and 
Thomas counties have voth attempted 
to discontinue tick eradication with- | 
success. The Thomas county 
commissioners passed a resolutron 
‘similar to,\the one adonted in Brooks 
but public sentiment caused 
them to rescind their action before it 
became effective. In Grady county 
Dr. Bahnsen secured a court Injune- 
tion and compelled the commissioners 
by court order to continue the tick 
eradication campaign.
